It is fearful to contem- 
plate the tooting of a city like New 
York. Its enormous wealth makes 
the robbery less 
frightful than it 


otherwise would have been.

ire offices In the city that in the term 
of two years will yield to the lucky 
holder independence for life. 
Take, 


for instance, the commissioner of jur- 
ors. Is there anyone, except the for- 
tunate occupant of the office who 
can tell us what 
the emoluments 
are? 


An insignificant trial is about to 
take place in the disreputable courts; 
the atmosphere is foul, the associa- 
ciations devilish. A deputy from tbe 
ofiice of £he commissioner of jurors 
waits on George <>ouid, Russell Sage, 
j.Pierponl Morgan or numerous of tbe 
men of similar financial standing. 
Time to them is golden and they 
don't want in serve as jurors. They 
loukover the srmmons in disgust and 
turning to the deputy say, "Good 
Heavens, I can't go to that place." 
The sympathizing deputy remarks, 
"It's pretty hard, sir,I know." "Now, 
can't you arrange it for me?" the 
binker asks, add tbe deputy replies.

lawyers and financiers have succumb- 
ed to this temptation, and as I record- 
ed in my letter some weeks ago, 45 
women were captured in tbe middle 
of tbe afternoon actively engaged in 
this disreputable business. One of the 
women arrested was tbe wife of a rich 
merchant. She was taken to the police 
office and ber husband was sent for to 
bail her out. It was of the most pit- 
iful sights conceivable for this rich 
man to see bis wife in tbe prison pea. 
It bioke him down and be wept like 
a child. Tbe judge felt that tbe pun- 
ishment she bad received was sufficient 
and discharged her. This is only one 
of tbe sad cases that are occuring ev- 
ery day. There is no safety from this 
crying evil except in extermination.

Hundreds «f Tons of Sand Washed 


On the Track 


IN THE CUT NEAR 
HANOVER 


Passesfcr Traits Held Over Nffet—No 


Mails iau) CoskoctM— Use Of em After 


Hard Work. 


The terrific stoi m that swept over 
the country 
south of Cushocum 


Thursday afternoon tied up the Pan 
Handle for hours and prevented mails 
from entering Coshocton. Tbe Wheel- 
ing is also in a bad way beUm Dresden 
and trains will not go farther than 
Coshocton at present. 


Tbe trouble on the Pan Handle was 


in the sand cut near Hanover. Pas- 
senger train three was over an buur 
late 
when 
it 
reached Cushocton 
Thursday evening, and after reaching 
Trinway encountered a heavy storm, 
It had oeen raining in that section 
during tbe day, and when the train 
came to tbe cut vast Quantities or 
sand were being washed down on tbe 
track. Tbe train was stopped but 
more sand came in behind it and it 
was caught. 
The nearest telegraph tower was 


notified and a relief train was started 
out from Dennison. Sand was from 
two to six feet deep on tbe tracks and 
the official in charge saw at a glance 
that hours must pass before the train 
could be rescued. 
More men were 


ordered until 400 were hard at work. 
No attempt was made to clear ootb 
tracks, and for hours it was bard to 
see where tbe army of workers made 
an Impression. All through the night 
they toiled and until far into the 
Fourth when the track was finally 
cleared. The imprisoned train went 
on its way. No. 11 was allowed t~j fol- 
low and No. 14 was tbe first t o come 
east. The schedule was then resumed 
as usual. 


A number of Coshocton people were 


on No. 3, among them being Rev. and 
Mrs. Toltnd and Mr. and Mrs. Mont- 
gomery. They left the train when it 
stopped, and went to a farm house 
where the? spent the night. Other 
passengers were not so fortunate, and 
many slept in tbe cars. The railroad 
officials sent the construction train to 
Trinway for food and thev were well 
applied although water w». scarce. 
They were glad to leave the cut when 
the track was opened. 


Some Ooshocton people expected to 
spend the Fourth in Columbus. They 


'ere - disappointed. 
They took tbe 
Dennison 
accommodation 
in the 
morning but it did not get through. 
After a long wait they returned no a. 
train made up to go over the open 
part of the line. 
Some Coshocton people were in Col- 


umbus on Thursday and wanted to 
t home for the Fourth- TLey goi 


jack on tbe accommodation Friday 
vening. 
Hundreds of freight cars were tied 


up between tbe cut and Pittsburg. 
and they did not begin to 
more 
until Friday evening. Then there

the n'ght. No accidents occurred in 
spite of tbe fact that miles of trains 
were moved only five minutes apart- 


Trouble on Tbe Wheeling. 


The storm played havoc with the 
Wbeeling near Ellis staticn and no 
trains are running south of Coshoc- 
ton. The washout is a. costly one. and 
a big force is at work making repairs.

Pittsburg. July 5.—President Roose- 


velt, on the afternoon of the Fourth, 
addressed an assemblage, estimated 
at 100.000. at Schenley park. 
Tht- 


presideot participated In the exercises 
of the day and was accorded a great • 
ovation. He left at 3 a. m. to-day for ! 
Washington. 
In his 
remarks at 


Schenley park, the president referred 
to the trust Question as follows: 


"The progress that has been made 


has meant that new and infinitely 
difficult problems have arisen which 
we must strive to solve as best \v<- 
may. 
Under our form of government 


with its great decentralization of 
power, some of those problems must 
be solved through the work of private 
individuals working by themselves; 
others by the association into organ- 
ized bodies of groups of private citi- 
zens, and others yet through the 
various 
governmental agencies of 


municipal, state and nation. Especial- 
ly great, especially difficult, are the 
problems caused by the growth and 
concentration of great Individual, anil 
above all. great corporate fortunes. It 
is Immensely for the interests of the 
country that there should be such an 
individual and corporate wealth as 
long as it is used right, and when not 
used right then it becomes a serious 
menace and danger. The instruments 
and methods with which we are to 
meet these new problems must in 
many cases, themselves, be new, but 
the purpose lying behind the use ot 
these methods, of those Instruments, 
must. If we are to succeed, be now 
as In the past, simply in accord with 
the immutable laws of order, of jus- 
tice and of right. 


"Oh, my fellow countrymen, as w-o 


face these Infinitely diHlej.lt problems, 
let us ever keep in mind that though 
we need the highest qualities of the 
Intellect in order to work out practi- 
cal schemes for their solution, yet we 
need a thousand times more, that 
counts for many, many times as much 
as Intellect—we need character. Wo 
need what Attorney General Knox has 
shown—the character that will refuse 
to be hurried into any unwise or pre- 
cipitate movement by any clamor, 
whether hysterical or demagogic, and 
on the other hand, the character that 
will refuse to be frightened out of the 
movement which he thinks it right to 
undertake, by any pressure,.still less 
by any threat, express or implied. 
Gentlemen, we have great problems. 
We can only solve them by degrees. 
We can only solve them by doing 
well each particular bit of work as it 
comes up for solution. Much can be 
done along the lines of supervision 
and regulation of the industrial com- 
binations which have become so mark- 
ed a feat;-re in our civilization, bnt 
if we recklessly try without proper 
thought, without proper caution, to do 
too much we shall do nothing or else 
we shall work a ruin that will be felt 
most acutely among those of our cit- 
izens who are most helpless, 


"My friends, we can not turn back 


the wheels of progress. If we could it 
would mean the absolute destruction 
of just such Industrial centers as this. 
We will either do nothing or we will 
do damage If we strive ignorantly to 
achieve the impossible. Bnt that fact 
does not excuse us for failure to 
•trire to do what Is possible. Special 
legislation is needed. Some of that 
legislation must come through munic- 
ipalities, some through states, some 
through the national government, but 
above and beyond all we need honest 
and fearless administration of the 
laws as they are 
on the statute 


books."
